Smooth  Sailing  in  Basketball 


The  Winthrop  High  School  1947  basketball  team  ended  the  regular 
league  season  unbeaten,  the  first  team  to  be  so  successful  since  Coach 
Gordon  Connor  entered  his  teams  in  the  Northeastern  Conference.  All 
of  the  games  were  well-played  and  hard-fought,  and  this  unblemished 
record  enabled  Winthrop  to  earn  the  title  of  winner  of  the  North- 
eastern Conference  for  the  third  consecutive  year.  There  were  four 
other  victories  over  out-of-league  teams  and  a  loss  and  a  win  in  two 
Alumni  games. 

With  such  a  fine  record,  the  team  was  privileged  to  receive  an  invi- 
tation 'to  the  Tech  Tourney,  an  honor  for  any  high  school  team.  This 
was  also  the  third  consecutive  invitation  to  the  Tourney. 

The  first  team  Winthrop  played  in  the  Tourney  was  Lexington.  By 
fine  teamwork  and  cooperation,  the  Winthrop  team  overcame  an  eight 
point  deficit  to  win  in  overtime  by  39  to  36.  The  second  game  pitted 
Winthrop  against  a  powerful  Reading  High  team  which  finally  over- 
came Winthrop  in  a  thrill-packed  game  by  the  score  of  28  to  25.
